HUNTINGDON  RURAL  DISTRICT  FOR  1969 
To  the  Huntingdon  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  twelfth  Annual  Report  upon 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  ending  3 1st 
December,  1969. 

The  District  is  made  up  of  a large  number  of  villages,  agriculture 
being  the  chief  local  industry.  Many  people  who  live  in  the  area 
travel  to  work  in  the  towns  of  Huntingdon  or  Peterborough  where 
there  is  industrial  and  other  employment.  There  are  several  large 
airfields  in  the  District  so  that  many  British  and  American  Air 
Force  personnel  live  in  the  area  with  their  families. 

The  Registrar  General  estimated  the  mid-year  population  to 
have  been  17,060,  an  increase  of  470  over  1968. 

There  were  314  live  births  during  the  year,  which  is  more  than 
is  usual.  Previous  high-birth  years  were  1964  with  313  and  1962 
with  328.  The  crude  birth  rate  was  18-4  per  1,000  population,  and 
the  adjusted  rate  24-7.  This  figure  should  be  compared  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  which  was  16-3  per  1,000  for  the  same 
period. 

Five  still-births  occurred  during  the  year,  but  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  there  were  no  infant  deaths,  which  should  give  great 
satisfaction  to  all  concerned. 

There  were  eighty-six  deaths  during  the  year,  51  male  and  35 
female.  This  gave  a crude  death  rate  of  5-0  and  an  adjusted  rate  of 
7-8  per  1,000  population,  which  is  to  be  compared  to  the  rate  of 
1T9  for  England  and  Wales. 

Twenty  persons  died  of  malignant  disease  and  of  these  seven, 
all  men,  died  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  Three  were 
between  55  and  65,  a further  three  under  75,  and  one  over  75. 

I must  again  repeat  in  this  report  that  if  it  were  not  for  the 
smoking  habit,  very  few  people  would  die  of  carcinoma  of  the  lung. 

Little  infectious  disease  was  notified  during  the  year,  the  most 
frequent  being  Measles  28  and  Whooping  Cough  25  cases.

A satisfactory  vaccine  against  Measles  is  now  available.  Measles 
can  be  a most  unpleasant  disease  to  have  and  is  sometimes  followed 
by  severe  complications,  the  more  serious  being  broncho-pneumonia, 
middle  ear  infection,  or  ulceration  of  the  cornea,  the  transparent 
“window”  on  the  front  of  the  eye.  I strongly  recommend  parents  to 
have  their  children  immunised  against  this  disease. 

The  Council’s  plan  of  sewering  the  villages  of  the  District 
steadily,  by  consistently  following  up  one  project  by  another,  so  that 
at  times  there  have  been  as  many  as  three  schemes  in  different 
stages  at  the  same  time,  has  paid  off  well  during  the  last  ten  years. 
To  give  one  example,  at  the  end  of  1959  the  Annual  Report  showed 
that  there  were  890  pail  closets  in  the  District,  whereas  at  the  end  of 
1969  there  are  only  216.  Many  of  these  will  soon  disappear  as  the 
Easton,  Ellington  and  Spaldwick  Sewerage  Scheme  becomes  a 
reality. 

I acknowledge  with  thanks  the  help  given  to  me  by  the  Members 
of  the  Council,  their  Officers  and  Staff  and  my  Professional 
Colleagues  in  the  District  throughout  the  year.
